WHEREAS, one of the principal requirements of civil de- 
fense is for a strong cadre of responsible and skilled volunteers 
who can augment trained disaster forces swiftly in the event 

of disaster; - .. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, William A. Kinney, Mayor of the 

City of Sierra Madre, do hereby proclaim the week of October 
14-20 as CIVIL DEFENSE WEEK in and for the City of Sierra 
Madre and do urge each person qualified for service to volun¬ 
teer and enroll in the Civil Defense and Disaster Corps of the 
City of Sierra Madre, during that week, as a positive indication 
of good citizenship and a means of protection in event of disaster.

Council Sanctions Bus 
Route on Boulevard 

Pacific Electric’s bus route through town probably will re¬ 
main essentially the same as it has been during the street 
repair problem. 

The City Council voted Tuesday that PE’s request to con¬ 
tinue the buses on Sierra Madre boulevard instead of going 
north on Baldwin be granted. 


PE had established a “tem¬ 
porary route” when Sierra 
Madre’s business district streets 
were torn up for repairs last 
month. According to this route, 
buses proceed on Sierra Madre 
boulevard to Mountain Trail, 
go north to the PE property at 
Highland, turn and return the 
same way. With the council’s 
sanction Tuesday, the railway 
company will now file appli¬ 
cation with the State Public 
Utilities Commission to make 
the route permanent.

In last week’s NEWS, I fear Mr. McMillen rated me higher 
than I deserve as a student of psychology. True, psychology is 
a hobby of mine and I have taken a post graduate course in 
Mental Hygiene at Cleveland College and another in Abnormal 
Psychology at Western Reserve University; but I hold no degree 
in either institution and am 
merely a layman. 

The greatest psychologist of 
all time was Jesus. He said we 
should love God with all our 
hearts and our neighbors as 
ourselves. He made no excep¬ 
tions because of race, color, 
creed or financial status. 

However, after nearly 2,000 
years, we are far behind Him 
in His thinking. (Henry said 
he based his Clinic of Sierra 
Madre on the Sermon on the 
Mount. No better foundation 
can be found.) 

Jesus was a pioneer in hu¬ 
man relations and, like most 
pioneers in this field, He was 
despised and rejected. Nurse 
Florence Nightingale was hoot¬ 
ed at when she first proposed 
that Britain send women 
nurses along with the British 
army in the Crimea. But she 
finally had her way and thous¬ 
ands of British soldiers were 
helped and thousands were 
saved by the loving and skill¬ 
ful ministrations of her and Don’t smoke in forest areas, 
her fellow nurses. 

And, who can tell, McMil- 
len’s idea of a Clinic for Sier¬ 
ra Madre may be something 
that will be of great benefit 
to all of us who live in this 
city. It may even set the pat¬ 
tern for other cities. At any 
rate, it is worth serious 
thought. 

Men and brethren, what 
shall we do? We can begin by 
giving more thought to our 
neighbor’s welfare. Are any in 
need of necessary food, cloth¬ 
ing, medical assistance, sym¬ 
pathy, counsel or loving kind¬ 
ness of any sort? 

Plain old - fashioned neigh¬ 
borliness is a good starting 
point. There is much of it in 
the section of Sierra Madre 
where we live, as I feel sure 
there must be throughout the 
city. 

Neighborly visits, gifts of 
fruit, flowering plants, honey, 
help with a difficult bit of 
worth and many other acts 
kindness. We have had many 
such given us by good neigh¬ 
bors and appreciate them 
very much. 

Also, the good feeling 
amongst us has grown with 
the loving and the giving. We 
have tried to reciprocate but it 
is hard to keep up with our 
good neighbors. 

There are, of course, many 
ways by which this good 
neighborliness can be increas¬ 
ed or enlarged without over¬ 
doing things which can be 
easily done if we are not care¬ 
ful and tactful, as everyone 
knows. 

Neighborhood con¬ 
ferences can be held by coop¬ 
erative citizens on school mat¬ 
ters, tax matters, inflation, in¬ 
crease in crime, lowering of 
moral standards in many 
ways, how to help children in 
the neighborhood who are ner¬ 
vous, retarded or wayward, 
and so on. 

The Parent-Teacher Associ¬ 
ations, Church, Medical, Psy¬

1 believe that the people of Sierra Madre agree that our 
little “center” should be made a kind of memorial to some 
worthy citizen. 

Since 1880 there have been many deserving that honor. 
However, I believe that there is none whose name could be more 
appropriately applied to that particular spot than the name of 
Mrs. Chloe B. Jones (no relation of Mrs. C. W. Jones). 

Mrs. Jones was a widow with one child, a daughter. She 
came to Sierra Madre in 1883 and bought 20 acres of land some¬ 
where south of Grandview and between Lima and Auburn. 

She had taught in LA High School and the little school in 
Live Oak. 

After the new two-room school was built where Kersting 
block now is, she was principal in full charge. She had the trus¬ 
tees plant pepper trees throughout the grounds and along the 
sidewalks outside the same. She herself saw that they were 
watered and eared for. 

The flood of 1889 made a deep cut through the center of Mrs. 
Jones’ property. This was filled by further storms, and the mor¬ 
tuary and east side of the city park now stand on that ground. 

Due to improvements in our beautiful village, we now become 
a small and compact city trying to buffet the surging rush of 
time. 

Now only two of those graceful trees remain. But only one 
that escaped the deluge has clung to the island for safety. 

It seems to me, therefore, that it would be very appropriate 
to call this refuge “Jones’ Island,” though Chloe’s Island would 
be more euphonic. 

It might even whet the curiosity of the newer comers to ask 
the reason for the name, and learn some of our history.

Not only those not directly 
connected with the fire depart¬ 
ment, but some fire fighters 
have the idea that to convene 
among firemen is to promote 
good time and hilarity. This 
is not completely the fact. 

Not only do these gatherings 
promote benefits to the fire 
fighters, but to safety also. 
Many safety codes and regula¬ 
tions have been credited to 
these conventions. 

Fire prevention is uppermost 
at all fire fighters’ gatherings 
and the results are most con¬ 
spicuous. Fewer fires are no¬ 
ticeable and when there are 
fewer fires, there certainly is a 
great saving to citizens. 

Firemen trained in fire pre¬ 
vention in the newer methods 
are of much greater value to 
a community than the old style 
who earned their way by fight¬ 
ing fire only. Larger fire de¬ 
partments with their radio 
equipment and modern trucks 
devote much of their time to 
ridding communities of fire 
hazards and to educating the 
residents of the danger.
